likely to prove unfavorable and pos- 
sibly disastrous. 


London—A conference on the ques- 


tion of interallied debts will be held 
In the near future, it has been deri- 
nitely decided. Premier Herriot 
or 


France announced Saturday just be- 
fore he left for Paris tot- a confer- 
ence with his cabinet on the work of 
the 
International 
conference. The 


French delegates had be^i working 
persistently to bring about such an 
Interallied debt discussion since the 
present conference opened. 
It 


understood that it has not yet been 
decided whether the new conference 
will be held in Paris or London. 


It was emphasized, however, that 


the United 
States 
representatives 


were not parties to the decision to 
hold the debt parleys.

The war 
should be looked upon as a reaction 
against militarism and autocracy. Diplo- 
macy taught peoples to mistrust and hate 
one another. The government and its 
personification were magnified to the peo- 
ple as the mainstay of social order and

Militarism and caste-bureaucracy at- 


tempted to enslave the world. They mis- 
judged their power and failed to perceive 
the growing spirit of liberty. Democracy 
was forced to take up arms to defend it- 
self. What are the results 1 Italy has a 
dictatorship. 
Spain has a dictatorship. 


Gennany has been swayed by profiteers.

WHY ALL Tins IODIX? 


The prevalence of thyroid enlargement (goitre^ 


varies greatly in certain localities in Michigan onjy 
a few miles nriart. Thus 26 per cer.t of persons ox- 
amlned in Mt. Clemens hod! thyroid enlargements, 
while at Romeo. 12 miles distant from Mt. Clement. 
75 percent of persons examined had thyroid enlarge- 
ments. How come? Well, maybe it is a difference 
!n the drinking water. 
The drinking water in Mt 


Clemens was found to contain 25 parts of iodin per 
billion, whereas the drinking water in" Romeo \v is, 
found to contain not even a trace of :odm. Now if | 
the health authorities would add a little iodin to ] 
the drinking water in Mt. Clemens the presence i 
of goitre there would probably drop to a lower 
percentage, bat ir. order to accomplish that at Romeo | 
they would have to add a greater amount oi, 
iodin to the drinking water. Or the people of both 
communities might obtain an adequate iodm ra- 
tion by using for table salt and in cooking the 
iodised" sa'.t which the Michigan state boaid of 
health recommends—such salt is made by a Michi- 
gan salt firm and may be purchased from grocers 
throughout the goitre territory. It looks, tastes and 
costs the same as ordinarv free running salt. It 
contains 0.02 per cer.t of sodium iodid. That means 
loss than a grain and a half of sodium iodid in eac'.i 
pound of salt. Obviously no one could 
consume 


enough salt to get more iodin than is good for one 
as food. Many ir.dividurjs require more iodin than 
they can get from, such salt. 
But persons using 


such iodized table salt ordinarily should not take 
other forms of lodin undess by the direction, of a 
phv«ie:an. 
Tne j-reatest number of cases of goitre among 


boys were found at about the age of 10 years: in 
g'rls the greatest number of cases were found at 
about the age of 12 years. 


Children with simple goitre were found to have 


lower school standings than normal children 
That 


might be ascribed to the slower general metabolism 
of the goitrous. 
It has been found in some surveys in Michigan 


that goitre is more prevalent in rural districts 
than In immediately adjacent urban districts, and 
this has been ascribed' to the more general use of 
sea foods in the city. Xearly any kind of shell- 
fish or fresh fish from the sea Is a rich source of 
iodin. Canned, smoked or dried sea fish or shell 
fish is less likely to contain iodin. 


Whether goitre and other pathological effects of 


a, shortage of lodin. are on the increase or whether 
they only seem to be more common now that sur- 
veys are being made, are questions to both, of which 
I should answer yes. I have a notion that the soil 
and i\ater and food of iodin sections where goitre 
has prevailed to a striking extent are growing con- 
stantly poorer in iodin, which is dissolved out of the 
soil ar.d carried down to the sea and apparently 
cannot get "oack to the soil again. At the same 
time we never quite appreciate how very common 
some of these minor maladies are until we begin to 
tabulate cases.

DISTURBED SLEEP 


If tho baby sleeps lightly wakens often, and seems uncom- 


fortable he may be nervous from having been tickled played with 
or tossed about In the latter part of the day. Overstimulatior is 
to be avoided at all times, no matter what Its source or wha* the 
age of the baby. It is possible that he is too warm, too cold, or 
wet: there may be something scratching him. or there may be 
wrinkles In the bed clothing: he may be lylnc in a cramped posi- 
tion, or the band or diaper may be too tight, or more likely, he has 
been overfed., or has had something unsuitable to cat. or Is hungry 
or th'irsty. It may be also, that the room is too hot. too cold, too 
light, too noisy, or not sufficiently aired. The conditions which 
make sleep a delight -to older persons affect the baby in the same 
way. namely, plenty of fresh air passing in a constant cuirent 
through the room, quiet, a clean body, clean, comfortable cl"th- 
Ing, a good bed. and suitable coverings. 


A cool bath or a warm one. according to the temperature will 


"help to induce quiet sleep. In the Summer, when the baby is fret- 
ful and sleep restlessly, a tub bath at bedtime will help to re':ev« 
him. 
A little baby should be turned over once or twice in th« 


course of a long nap. 


Many parents are in the habit of taking the children, even 


very young babies, out with them in the evening to shop, to th» 
"movies." or to visit friends, thus making a regular early bed- 
f.me an impossibility. \Vhile in many families there is no on* to 
leave the baby with if father and mother both gc> out. and it is a 
deprivation if one must stay at home, the baby's welfare should be 
the first consideration. If the baby Is taken out in the evening his 
habit of going to bed at 6 o'clock is broken up: he usually .oses 
Borne part of the unbroken sleep of 10 or 12 hours he needs, a* ho 
may not sleep on in the morning make up what he lost the right 
before: and his eyes and nerves are overstimulated by the lights 
and noise 
Furthermore., he Is likely to have been kept for an hour 


or more in a close, hot atmosphere and may have been exposed to 
•ome contagious disease.

their feet may serin a trifle Imprac- 
tical, but it has received the sober en- 
dorsement of doctors and shoe sales- 
men.

aware of the importance of sound, 
well constructed feet, if other people 
are not. Doctors know that a large 
part of tnelr practice comes from pa 
tlents wl;h faulty feet, 
while any 


shoe sale&mah wj)l tcl! you to beware 
of the temper of the man or woman 
who crowds a largo foot into a small- 
sized shoe. 
Lately the public health authorities 


in variou" cities have been trying to 
educate the= public concerning the 
dangers of feet imperfections. The>; 
would have us bsar In mind that the 
feet support the 1 ody, and if their 
framework collapses in any one place 
tho entire body '3 thrown out of po 
gltion. The spine is apt to sag. the 
shoulders to droop, and permanent 
faulty posture li'tely to result. And 
faulty posture is now recognized by 
the mcd:cal profession to be respon- 
sible for a largo number of human 
ill. It is the chiot cause of poor cir- 
culation «;nd the:eby contributes not 
only to physical &t:ain but to mental 
strain ns well. 


••It is difficult t" speak with res- 


traint of the deferable foot condi- 
tions of civilized r..an." declares Dr. 
Eugene Lyman I-'iek. Medical Direc- 
tor of tr.c Life Extension Institute 
of New York, an institution which ox- 
amines thousand? of persons every 
year. "In additio-. to flat foot, bun- 
ions and other pnintul conditions due 
to the wearing of Improper footgear 
are so co.nmon as to constitute a se- 
vere indictment of the intelligence 
of the Individuals who submit to such 
foot distortion. Tno lessonc of. the 
army should bo carried broadcast by 
the men 'in tho porvico who learned 
tho 
hardship 
of 
foot 
disabilities 


when any really adequate and stren- 
uous use of tho lower extremities 
was calloC for. Thi-ro is little doubt 
thnt a considerable- amount of physi- 
cal and mental sfam may be charged 
to foot disabilities The correction of 
these is often very simple, but the 
problem Is to gnlr. the cooperation 
of the people In vc.-irlng proper shoes 
with a straight inner edge and ade- 


quate space for th<- toes, and In fol 
lowing ou? regular exercise to mam- 
tain muocular eCIictency."

In this matter of proper shoes, 


women exhibit niuel less caution than 
men. 
IVKh the o.ocption of musical
